The board m ight therefore have lop­ 
ped a null or two off the school tax. 
But the board realizes, as do the par­ 
ents of all children attending the high ! 
school, th at there is an urgent necos-' 
sity for a new high school building! 
at an early date to keep pace with the 
growth of the community, and it is a 
farsighted policy to prepare now to j 
take care of the expansion which is 
bound to come in the near future. 
School taxes in Gettysburg are com-! 
pa rat i val y low, especially in view of 
the excellent scholastic standing of) 
the local schools for a community of 
th'*s size. 
And it would have been a 
lot easier for the present board to 
have lowered the lax rate than for a 
succeeding board to increase it. 
In these days of mounting costs of! 
operation of municipal affairs in most 
of the communities around us, with 
increases in all tax rates being the 
rule rather than the exception, it is 
gratifying indeed to know’ that it is 
not necessary to boost the fate for 
schools locally. 
If an increase in 
taxes is necessary, let it be made to 
provide an adequate sewage disposal 
plant, which is more urgently needed 
at the present time.
